"From the above it will appear that 
the trustees enter into a general cem­ 
etery business in competition with any 
other company in existence." contin­ 
ued Koepsel. ‘ They can acquire prop­ 
erty by condemnation, if necessary. It 
will not be necessary to secure the 
consent of the majority of the lot own­ 
ers in order that the trustees might 
have jurisdiction and supervision over 
the cemetery. 
Tt is their duty to 
m aintain the cem etery in such condi­ 
t e as they desire, regardless of the 
ownership of lots. 
"This law was made for the purpose 
of securing for the inhabitants of a 
district a cem etery which will he ta­ 
ken care of in a proper manner at alf 
times, and a cem etery so taken over 
will be kept in a proper condition w ith­ 
out great expense to each taxpayer. 
At the preset time, and until sufficient 
money is in tile hands of the trustees, 
they will nor be able to take care of 
each individual lot—that is, by plant­ 
ing grass thereon 
and 
keeping 
it 
watered. The fund which can he raised 
for the maintenance of the cemetery 
is only sufficient to keep the Rtreete 
clean of weeds and rubbish. The trus­ 
tees have the power to receive money 
from Individuals for the upkeep of the 
individual lots—thia 
at 
actual cost 
only.” 
Koepsel’s interview

Otherwise Not Much Ben- 
fit to the County 


The Citrus 
Experimental 
Sta­ 
tion, located at Riverside, should 
conduct a citrus institute in Or­ 
ange county at least once every 
year. 
The citrus growers df Or­ 
ange county are demanding that 
this be done. 
This paragraph 
briefly 
states 
the declaration made to the Reg­ 
ister today by S. W. McColioch 
of Fullerton, 
auperintendsnt 
of 
the Placentia Fruit Company and 
president of the Placentia Orange 
Growers’ Association. 
‘ I am stating the sincere belief of 
our thinking orange and lemon grow­ 
ers when I say th a t unless such an 
institution is provided, Orange comity 
will not Im getting a square deal from 
Dr. H. J. W ebber, director of the sta­ 
tion,” said McColioch. 
‘ Institutes have been held at River­ 
side, and an institute is to be made 
an annual feature of the National O r­ 
ange Show at San 
Bernardino. 
Sug­ 
gestions have been made—more, ap­ 
peals have been m ade for a regular 
institute in <hi£ section, but 
so 
far 
without avail. 
“If th* citrus experimental alation 
at Riverside hopes to serve the citrus 
growers of Southern California it can­ 
not longer neglect Orange county. We 
have here soil and climatic conditions 
that are entirely different from the 
soil and clim atic conditions of River­ 
side, Redlands and San Bernardino. 
The very fact that we grow Valencias 
successfully while the interior cannot 
is proof enough of that assertion. In 
order to be of service to us, the sta­ 
tion at Riverside ought to be carrying 
on right now- experim ents in. fertiliza­ 
tion, irrigation and pruning. 
The ex­ 
perim ents that it is carrying on in the 
interior are under conditions totally 
different from ours. 
Citrus men of 
this county have been giving River­ 
side support in its station ever since 
the station was first proposed, and it 
seems to me that it is about time that. 
Riverside, Dr. W ebber or someb dy 
else up there got busy and began to 
figure out what would be 
a 
square 
deal to us. 
‘There are 
plenty 
of orchardists 
here who would submit their orchards 
to experiment. 
For instance, the Pla­ 
centia Fruit Company has lib acres 
of oranges, some of 
it 
young. 
The 
station can have some of that orchard 
and our full cooperation in making 
experiments. 
‘ I attended the citrus institute held 
at San Bernardino. 
I was but one of 
a very few O range county men wrho 
w ere present. Just how little good an 
institute in San Bernardino or River­ 
side can do for the citrus growers of 
this county may be understood when 
I tell you that there was not a dozen 
men there from Orange county. The 
only way the citrus experimental sta­ 
tion can fulfill its mission of useful­ 
ness is to take its institutes and ex- 
l*»riments to the growers. If it is held 
at some distant point those who need 
the instruction the most won t go. A i 
Orange county day at Riverside will 
not in any way fill the bill. 
"W e should have an institute down 
here in J tine, when the Valencia crop 
is at its best. 
I would suggest that 
the first institute bo held at Fuller­ 
ton. the next in Santa Ana and the 
third in the W hittier section.” 
McColioch has discussed the m atter 
with hankers, newspapers and citrus 
men all over the Orange county cit­ 
rus district, and he finds everyw'here 
a strong sentim ent in favor 
of 
th e 
project.

financing of the hotel. The chamber 
will continue to assist the trustees lh 
d:he way of soliciting, if help I* need­ 
ed. Investigation of the subscription 
Hat convinced those who 
have

financing in charge that there are a 
great many people in Santa Ana who 
should assist in the 
financing 
who 
have not done so. Some have subscrib­ 
ed small amounts where they were fi­ 
nancially capable of subscribing three 
or four times what they did. 
Some of the subscribers already 
have volunteered to double their sub­ 
scriptions, and iLw increased amount 
authorized by them is included In the 
total as it stands today.

What if the awakening does seem 
slow?
